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St. Albert turned into the 
original Wild West town last 
Thursday and Saturday 
nights as car driven hood- 
lums shot out car windows 


Mr. R. L. Byron informed 
council at the meeting on 
Monday night that the 
town’s water supply would 
be turned off from 1 p.m. 
until 5 p.m. today to enable 
the new 24’’ water main to be 
connected into the town’s 
distribution system. 

Mr. Byron stated that he 
hoped that it would not be 
necessary to have the water 
turned off for the entire 
period of time. He said that 
the town staff were asking 
for the maximum amount of 
time to prepare people for 
any unforseen difficulty. 
The administrator told the 
Gazette that the time of day 
“in which the ‘‘turn off’’ 
would take place is in the 
period of lowest water 
consumption according to the 
records of water use. 

Mr. Byron said that the 
school boards had been 
informed that the shut-off 
would take place and the 
boards had reacted to the 
situation by giving students 
the half-day off. He stated 
that the hospital had also 
been informed and they were 
preparing appropriate mea- 
sures to cope with the 
situation. 

‘‘With respect to fire 
protection,’’ Mr. Byron no- 
ted, ‘‘the City of Edmonton 
fire department has been 
alerted in the event that we 
feel we need water (for fire 
protection) and they have 
water tankers which they 
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with a pellet gun. 

Staff Sergeant Al Dirk of 
the St. Albert detachment 
expressed concern over the 
incidents saying, ‘‘I don’t

could bring in.”’ 

The town’s sewer flusher 
vehicle will be stocked with 
water inwame it is required 
and men are to be stationed 
at valve locations ‘‘so that in 
an emergency situation wat- 
er can immediately be pro- 
vided to the area that 
requires it.” 

The shut off of the water is 
necessary for interconnec- 
ting the existing main into a 
second main that supplies 
water to the ‘‘growing’’ 
areas of town. Both distribu- 
tion systems are being 
connected into the new 24”’ 
main so in the event of a 
failure at the pump house, 
water can be injected from 
Edmonton's system rather 
than going through the pump 
house. 

Mr. Byron stated that most 
of the town may find that 
they have water although 
some areas - Grandin Park - 
may be without water for the 
period of time mentioned. 
The areas which will be 
without water should exper- 
ience the water supply loss 
for only the period of time it 
takes to fit the connections. 

A 16’’ water line had been 
put alongside the 24”’ line 
when the construction was 
underway on Sunset Boule- 
vard so that the ‘digging’ on 
the street would only be done 
once. The 16”’ line is to serve 
the developing areas of St. 
Albert.

know what turns on kids (if 
they were kids) into doing 
that sort of hanky panky.”’ 

He pointed out that the 
outburst had taken place a 
week after a similar incident 
in the Edmonton Beverley 
area. About 30 cars in the 
Grandin, Sturgeon, Braeside 
and Forest Lawn areas of 
town had their side windows 
and in some cases rear 
windows shattered or knock- 
ed out during the attacks. 

According to Staff Ser- 
geant Dirk this is the first 
time such an incident has 
occurred in St. Albert. He 
feels it is highly unlikely that 
there is someone nonchal- 
antly walking around with a 
gun to do the damage and 
that the culprit or culprits 
must be driving a car on their 
rounds. 

There is no estimate on the 
damage done to the vehicles, 
but Staff Sergeant Dirk feels 
that it must come up to 
**quite a few bucks.”’ As yet 
the RCMP are ‘‘grabbing at 
straws”’ in trying to pin down 
who might be shooting out 
the car windows. RCMP feel 
that the gun being used is 
not a powerful one, i.e. a .22 
calibre rifle. It is probably of 
the compressed air type. 

RCMP indicate that the 
prime targets are cars parked 
by the sidewalk and not in 
driveways and the ‘‘epicen- 
ter’’ of the attacks seems to 
be in the Sunset Boulevard 
area.

Container truck overturns 
at Churchill and Riel 


St. Albert RCMP estima- 
ted $500 damage to a 
Dispose-All Container truck 
which overturned at the 
intersection of Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue and Riel 
Drive on Wednesday, April 
30. 

The driver, Clifford Soucy, 
was not injured when the 
fully loaded container truck 
overturned, spilling trash 
into the ditch at the west end 
of Lions Park. RCMP, the 
fire department, and four 
tow trucks from Grandin 
Towing rushed to the scene 
at 2:50 Wednesday afternoon 


after receiving the call. 
Police experienced pro- 
blems with traffic stoppage 
on Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue when the road was 
blocked off to permit the tow 
trucks to expedite putting the 
truck back on its wheels. 
Traffic was not allowed to get 
by the scene of the accident 
until shortly after 4 o’clock. 
A crowd of curious spec- 
tators quickly gathered at the 
scene, eager to see the 
overturned vehicle and police 
had difficulty in getting the 
area cleared. Inquisitive 
youngsters were shooed from 


the area where the tow trucks 
were working. 

An RCMP representative 
pointed out that all the 
spectators added to the con- 
fusion at the scene and with 
the potential danger from a 
snapping cable or the danger 
of possible fire, curious 
spectators could have been 
hurt. 

A quantity of gas leaded 
from the gas tanks of the 
truck and fire department 
personnel had to wash down 
the ‘surface of the road to 
minimize the fire danger.

The Town of St. Albert's effort to block the annexation of 
some 600 acres to the east and northeast of Morinville were 
soundly defeated at last week’s meeting of the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Comynission. 

Councillor Margaret Smith, (second alternate on ERPC 
after Mayor Plain and Coun. Lukay) moved first to refuse 
and then to table the annexation but was able to get little 
support from either motion. The MD of Sturgeon, who are 
giving up the land for the annexation, and the other city and 
rural members of the Commission were in favour of it, and 
the annexation will proceed. 

The St. Albert position is difficult to understand and has 
mightily upset the Morinville Council and the Morinville 
(Thidault) School Board, and the MD Council. 

The addition of the Qualico and Traders Group properties 
and resulting development will help Morinville immensely 
in financing a desperately needed sewer line to tie in with 
the St. Albert line, of which they will be paying customers. 
The present lagoon system is not considered adequate for 
the town by the Department of Environment, the MD 
Council or the Manawan Ditch authority. 

But again the Town of St. Albert is throwing blocks. 
Mayor Plain has asked ERPC to do a study ‘‘on the 
implications of the annexation for St. Alber?” and wanted it 


done within a month. ERPC has said they were unable to 
take on such a study. The St. Albert mayor has told 
Morinville’s Mayor Stapleton that he is concerned that the 
growth of Morinville will generate too much traffic through 
St. Albert. 

But Mayor Plain is at present encouraging the firm of 
Abbey Glen to build a large shopping complex on the 
highway in St. Albert [about the size of the Meadowlark 
centre in the first stage oniy]. The Abbey Glen proposal 
states their thinking that the St. Albert shopping centre will 
draw customers from Athabasca, Barrhead, Westlock, 
Morinville, Bon Accord, Gibbons and the MD. This is 
VASTLY more traffic than the Morinville annexation will 
generate, and it is difficult to understand the town’s 
position. 

Coun. Breadner feels the Morinville sewer line would 
encoirage ‘‘strip development along its length.’’ However 
Morinville has already provided for control of such 
development. Their sewer line is planned as a 12-inch 
pressure line for about 14,000 feet out of Morinville, and 
then a 30 inch gravity line to the tie-in with the St. Albert 
line. Morinville in their easement agreements is committed 
to only 12 farm hook-ups, for which the farmers will pay full 
cost, On the matter of strip development Councillor

Breadner might perhaps need to be more concerned about 
strip development between St. Albert and the Bonaventure 
Industrial Park. 

St. Albert Investments, who own the Bellerose Park land 
to the northeast of St. Albert, are interested in the 
Morinville line, which could run through their property. But 
Morinville has made no commitment with the firm, although 
it could be to their advantage, choosing instead to 
co-operate with St. Albert and await their wishes on this 
matter. 

Morinville School Board has a statement of need 
approved for a new school, and the town has plans also for a 
Seniors lodge in Morinville, both of which cannot proceed 
until the sewer line goes in. In fact no further building 
permits can be issued until the sewer line agreement is 
signed. 

A most unfortunate aspect of the whole situation is that 
Morinville has proceeded with its plans on the basis of a 
commitment by St. Albert in writing March 20th last year. A 
letter of that date to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Town of 
Morinville and signed by the Administrator of the Town of 
St. Albert reads as follows: ‘This is to advise you that the 
Council of the Town of St. Albert resolved to allow the Town

of Morinville to hook into St. Albert’s sewer outfall line and 
that the rates for sewer charges would be those in effect 
from time to time within the Town of St. Albert.’’ This letter 
was read to Morinville Council at their meeting on March 
26, 1974. . 

Incredibly Mayor Plain has informed Mayor Stapleton 
that he has no intention of abiding by an agreement made by 
the former Council. 

In the meantime Morinville has proceeded in good faith to 
the point where they must call tenders no later than June 15 
on the sewer line. This requires that an agreement be 
completed with St. Albert by June 1. Such an agreement 
must indicate the costs, which are to be set on the basis of a 
report commissioned by the Town of St. Albert to Stanley 
Associates Engineering firm. Yet Mayor Plain has forbidden 
the release of the report to the Town of Morinville solicitors. 

Morinville has already spent $20,000 with Associate 
Engineering for an engineering cost study, and has 
provided St. Albert with a copy of their report. 
Right-of-ways for the Morinville line have been arranged 
with the co-operation of the property owners and the MD. 

St. Albert on the other hand, needs the co-operation of 
both Morinville and MD Sturgeon in so many areas: the 
regional recreation/cultural complex; regional water, 
iransportation and traffic control, industrial development. 
rhat is why it is difficult to understand the positions being 
taken by St. Albert council in opposing the Morinville 
annexation and the sewer outfall hook-up. Co-operation 
MUST be a two-way street. 

A joint meeting has been arranged between the 
Morinville Council and School Board and St. Albert Council, 
for next Monday night. It is certainly to be hoped that the St. 
Albert Mayor and Council will come to that meeting - not 
with a hardened position they hope to use as lever against 
the surrounding municipalities, who are already suspicious, 
but in a spirit of working together for the best interests of 

all. The needs of people should come ahead of municipal 
power struggles.

Shopping center site selected without adequate information - developer 


I would like to reflect on a few points of consideration 
regarding the process by which the developer was recently 
chosen to further negotiate rezoning a regional shopping 
centre in St. Albert. 

The initial negotiation’? was made as a result of a letter 
from the Town of St. Albert informing us that further 
consideration would be given to only two of the shopping 
centre proposals, one of which was our submission. 

in that letter the developer was required to provide 
additional information as outlined, part of which concerns 
clarification of information previously provided, and the 
balance of which requests specific additional information. It 
was our understanding that a decision on a shopping centre 
site would not be entertained until each developer had fully 
complied with the requirements of the Town as specifically 
indicated in that letter. 

One of the categories that required further information on 
the part of both developers was that of traffic planning both 
on and off the site, and particularly the traffic impact to the 
St. Albert Trail. 

Following submission of a traffic study conducted by 
Shelter Resource Limited, the only remaining point of 
consideration was regarding an enquiry by Mr. Wayne 
Gordon, town planner, questioning the accessability to the 
existing Jasper Auto Parts site. Following discussions with 
our traffic consultant, the Provincial Highways Department 
categorically stated that a service road must be provided 
parallel to the St. Albert Trail and conforming to the 
configuration of the proposed Edmonton Ring Road. It is our 
opinion that the Provincial Highways has adequately 
responded to Mr. Gordon's inquiry. There has been no 
correspondence suggesting otherwise. 

Ata later date, we understand that there was an inference 
that Shelter Resource Limited required more traffic input. 
To this date, we have not received official notice that more 
traffic information is required. As a result, we find it 
somewhat difficult to comply with instructions that we have 
not yet received. Moreover, our initial traffic report was 
presented on April 21, 1975 (a deadline set by the town) and 


in the interest. of ensuring that all concerned had received 
the latest information requested, a summary of all of our 
information was presented to each of the couxcillors on 
April 25, 1975. 

In the instance of the Abbey Glen Property Corporation 
submission, we understand that they were similarly not 
requested for additional information concerning traffic 
studies. This would imply that either there was no deadline 
for submission of information, hence, a decision would not 
be forthcoming in the very near future, or that Abbey Glen 
had in fact provided all of the information that would be 
required of them. The former supposition is obviously not 
the case as a de facto decision was made in the council 
meeting of April 28, 2975. The latter conclusion cannot 
possibly be valid as it is quite obvious that the traffic impact 
studies are far from complete with respect to the Abbey 
Glen site. 

Specifically, no information has been provided to the 
Town by Abbey Glen concerning the interaction of the new 
St. Albert recreation centre and the Abbey Glen shopping 
centre, or the super-imposing of traffic from both of these 
developments. 

It is our strongly expressed opinion that information of 
that nature is fundamental in the decision as to whether the 
Abbey Glen site was acceptable or not. 

We are of the further opinion that the selection of the 
shopping centre site without adequate information will 
undoubtedly lead to the rationalization of whatever 
problems do occur. This is undoubtedly not in the best 
interests of the Town of St. Albert, the recreation centre, or 
indeed even the Abbey Glen shopping centre. 

As a matter of functional planning, operational planning, 
and indeed ethical consideration, it is our opinion the 
undertaking of a traffic impact study around the recreation 
centre by the town is wrong. In essence we do not believe 
that the town (recreation centre) should be responsible for 
providing a traffic study for Abbey Glen which 


super-imposes traffic volume from the Abbey Glen shopping 
centre, 
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Therefore, we find that the town has been naive to the 
problem of traffic congestion as related to its own projects, 
and on the other hand super-critical when it is related to a 
developer's project. 

Furthermore, the request for information and the period 
for digestion and review of this information by the town was 
much too short. This was evidenced by the town’s lack of 
understanding of the information presented, the subsequent 
inability to ask for further information, and finally the 
outright ignoring of the fact that the information concerning 
traffic flow around the Abbey Glen site was not adequate. 

If, in fact the town administration had made up their 
minds regarding this site beforehand, then they were not 
sincere in their initial request for information about other 
sites, and specifically that of Heritage Shopping Mall. 
Secondly, they are not adhering to fundamental principals of 
decision making with relation to multiple sites and 
information under analysis. If in fact the **Politician’’ was 
anxious for an expeditious solution, then we feel that this 
should be done with open diligence rather than a cloud of 
deception. Therefore, Shelter Resource Limited refuses (0 
be considered as a secondary back up to the first selected 
shopping centre site. 

We do not feel that we should be used as “4 second 
proposal which might be under consideration as 4 back-up (0 
the Abbey Glen Proposal.’’ The inference, of course, Is t0 
use the Heritage Mall as a ‘lever’ against Abbey Glen 
during negotiation with that firm. 

In the event that negotiations totally break down with 
Abbey Glen, we might then be prepared to consider starting 
negotiations afresh. As stated, we reserve our decision on, 
that eventuality in light of doubtful good faith action up ( 
this time. . 

Given a reversal of roles, we believe that Abbey Glen 


Property Corporation would fully concur with our opinion.

Two developers, Melton 
Real Estate Ltd., and Carma 
Developers (Edmonton) Ltd., 
have applied to the Local 
Authorities Board to have 
property north and east of 
the town annexed. 

Both companies have pre- 
sented reports on their plans 
for developing a total of 
1,600 acres now outside 
Spruce Grove’s borders. 

But at Monday night’s 
meeting at the Serplex 
Building attended by about 
200 people, the vote was five 
to one against the town 
acquiring more land now. 

Residents said present 
services should be developed 
and the cares of the present 
population looked after be- 
fore considering adding large 
numbers of new residents. 

Present estimates put the 
number of lots available for 
more housing at about 600. 

Mayor Ken Howery said 
that although the town had 
grown by about 1,100 resi- 
dents between 1973 and 
1974, a census showed that 
during a 10-month period in 
1974, population increased 
by only 230. 

Questioned by residents, 
the mayor said he would 
oppose annexation of more 
land now. 

A number of other town 
councillors said they too 
would not go along with the 
developers plans for adding 
1,600 acres of new land to the 
town in one lump sum.

Arden Ritz, president of 
the Alberta Forestry Asso- 
ciation indicated the week is 
celebrated to help develop an 
appreciation by Canadians 
for the vast forest resources 
which covers so much of 
Canada. 

In Alberta close to 60 per 
cent of the province’s 255,- 
000 square miles is covered 
by forests. 

Fred McDougall, director 
of Forestry for Alberta 
Energy and Natural Re- 
sources praised the efforts of 
the Association to help AI- 
bertans appreciate and un- 
derstand the tremendous and 
yet to be developed potential 
of Alberta’s forests. 

Presently about 220 mill- 
ion cubic feet of timber or 
80,000 acres is being har- 
vested annually in the pro- 
vince. Alberta could harvest 
twice this amount and still 
have plenty cf reserves for 
the future. 

But this is only part of the 
picture. Apparently the pro- 
vince has hardly begun to 
touch the vast aspen - poplar 
potential of Alberta from 
which 487 million cubic feet 
of timber could be harvested 
annually.

Conditions in Alberta's 
forests appear drier than 
normal and offer increased 
potential for forest fires this 
year. 

A spokesman for the 
forestry department said last 
year’s dry fall, combined 
with light snow. throughout 
the winter has created 
potentially hazardous condi- 
tioons unless there is more 
moisture between now and 
the end of May when trees 
and shrubs leaf and grasses 
appear. 

Last year spring arrived 
later than usual. In mid-June 
a spring lightening storm 
passed over the northern 
part of the province leaving 
over SO fires burning and 
resulted in the largest fire of 
the season which eventually 
burned over 23,000 acres. 
This fire alone accounted for 
over half the 44,459 acres 
burned in the province and 
consumed $1.4 million in 
merchantable timber. It cost 
more than $650,000 to put 
out. Last year there were 598 
fires. In 1973, 478 fires 
destroyed just over 26,400 
acres, 


FOREST FIRE CONTROL 
ZONES ESTABLISHED 


Forest fire control zones 
have been estabiished thr- 
oughout the province. The 
Forestry department has in- 
dicated that the forested area 
of the province has been 
divided into 21 zones so that 
these areas can be closed if 
extreme fire hazards develop 
during the fire fighting 
season. 

The new zones will help 
the public to identify the 
actual area being closed and 
help the Alberta Forest 
Service to administer the 
closure.

The longstanding problems with the municipal assistance 
grant formula administered by the Department of Municipal 
Affairs have not been resolved by the Government of 
Alberta. 

The net result of this state of affairs is that residents of St. 
Albert are not receiving equitable treatment from the 
Provincial Government in terms of the level of unconditional 
grant money which is placed at their disposal. It is estimated 
that if the municipal assistance grant formula had been 
constructed in an economically equitable manner, that 
approximately $311,154 in additional funds would have been 
granted to St. Albert in 1975. This means that the increases 
in total taxes paid by the average homeowner would have 
amounted to $43.20 rather than $91.52 (District #6) and 
$35.28 rather than $83.28 (District #3). This would have 
amounted to an increase of only approximately 8.7% and 
6.9% respectively. 


MILL RATE COMPARISONS 


The following table sets out the appropriate residential 
mill rates for 1974 and 1975. 


TABLE 1 
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(1) In 1974 the library rate was lumped in the municipal 
rate. 


(2) The reduction in the school rates resulted from 
supplementary assistance provided by the Provincial 
Government to both school boards. 

Reference to Table 1 indicates that the municipal mill 
rate, inclusive of the library levy has increased from 39.2 to 
54.68 mills - an increase of 15.48 mills - while the school 
board levies have decreased by 3.24 and 4.27 mills for 
District 6 and 3 respectively. 


RESERVES SPENT BY PREVIOUS COUNCIL 


The reason for the increases in the municipal mill rate can 
be ascertained by referring to the various expenditure 
programs set out in the 1975 budget. However it should be 
noted that the substantial increase indicated for ’75 over ’74 
is partially illusionary. The rationale for this statement 
stems from the fact that the previous council struck a budget 
for 1974 which was based on the utilization of the town’s 
reserves, which had been accumulated over the previous 
years. In effect approximately $388,000 of the town’s 
reserves were expended during 1975. (This amounted to 
approximately nine mills in that year). Clearly if the town’s 
reserves had been left intact in 1974 the municipal mill rate 
would have been in the neighbourhood of 48.2. 

It is evident that the depletion of the reserves and the 
illusory relative moderation of the mill rate increase is a 
short-run, one shot solution to the basic long-run economic 
problem facing municipal governments - namely the 
escalation in the costs of providing a wide range of high 
quality municipal services to a rapidly increasing number of 
residents. 

The total taxes levied this year accurately reflect the costs 
of providing services to the residents. There are no illusions 
contained in this budget. An extremely severe pruning job 
has been done on the original budget requests made to the 
council. 

In closing it should be noted that the cost - push elements 
of the present inflation are escalating the costs of the labour, 
materials and other supplies required to maintain existing 
programs. The increase in population, the demand for new 
services and programs, and the ‘‘catchup’’ position the 
town is in with respect to expanding the supply of basic 
facilities will continue to create pressures on costs.

It is apparent when all is said and done that St. Albert, 
along with other municipal governments wiil have to 
continue to adjust its property taxes and exert increased 
pressure on the provincial government for a more equitable 
sharing of the general tax revenues.

They also 
serve as a significant form of 
social development, demon- 
strate the potential ability of 
mentally handicapped people 
in sports when given the 


opportunity and show to the 
public the rights dignity and 
ability of the mentally handi- 
capped within the commun- 
ity. 

The first special games in 
Canada were organized by

Mr. Hemmans added 
that proof may be found in 
earning records. ‘‘All the 
Canadian REITs are doing 
well whereas our neigh- 
bours to the south are not."’

Sticky drop for 
900 paratroopers 


Nine hundred paratroop- 
ers from the city-based 
Canadian Airborne Regiment 
will jump into the Athabasca 
tar sands 300 miles north of 
Edmonton this month to kick 
off a three week guerilla- 
warfare exercise. 

In all, 1200 soldiers and 
airmen from Alberta and 
eastern Canada will take part 
in exercise Ready Now 1V, 
May 4 - 2S. 

Three mass parachute 
drops each of 300 men plus 
guns, vehicles and equip- 
ment will jump from 
formations of 12 Hercules 
transports to start the 
**battle’’ on May 6, 7, 8. 
This will be one of the 
largest tactical peacetime 
parachute drops in Canada 
in recent years. 

Ready Now IV is desig- 
ned to practise the Cana- 
dian Airborne Regiment in 
its defence of Canada role. 
The paratroopers have to 
locate and capture or des- 
troy a 100-man ‘‘enemy”’ 
force supposedly disrupting 
communications in the area 
from Fort McMurray north 

140 miles to Fort Chipe- 
wyan. 

The tar sands area was 
selected because it was the 
most suitable sparsely-po- 
pulated region within easy 
air distance from Edmon- 
ton. A similar exercise was 
held in Whitehorse last 
May. 

Units will practise pat- 
rolling, helicopter and par- 
achute assaults, protection 
of key installations, am- 
bushes, and airfield main- 
tenance procedures. 

Airborne engineers. will 


bridge and raft men and 
vehicles across the MacKay 
and Athabasca rivers if ice 
conditions permit. 

Scores of volunteer part- 
isans from the Fort Mc- 
Murray - Fort MacKay - 
Fort Chipewyan area are 
expected to assist the 
enemy force by ‘passing 
messages, and smuggling 
supplies when needed.

Weyburn farmers 
begin inland 


terminal 


A new era of tough 
competition in Prairie grain 
handling could be on the way 
courtesy of a group of 
farmers in the Weyburn, 
Sask. area. The farmers have 
pledged $1.7 million, the 
equity share, in a $4.7 
million venture to build an 
inland grain terminal capable 
of handling wheat from 
farmers within a S0-mile 
radius of the southeastern 
Saskatchewan ~. community. 
And, says the 2,300 member 
Palliser Wheat Growers Ass- 
ociation (PWGA), the mov- 
ing spirit behind the inland 


terminal concept, the Wey- 
burn terminal could be the 
first of several. Construction 
of the Weyburn super-eleva- 
tor is due to begin next 
month, with November the 
target date for completion. It 
will have a capacity of 20 
million bushels a_ year, 
although break-even comes 
at one quarter of that. The 
object is to have farmers 
deliver directly to the term- 
inal, rather than to conven- 
tional country elevators. The 
wheat will then be cleaned 
and moved to ports by unit 
trains.
